'I'bere  were  4 still-births  (legitimate)  flaring:  the  year,  equivalent 
to  a rate  of  0.36  per  1 ,0'OU  po|)ulation.  as  compared  with  0.35  for  the 
country  generally. 

(c)  Dkaths. 

'The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  as  belonging  to 
the  Rural  District  was  125.  This  is  equal  to  a.  death-rate  of  11.3  per 
1 ,(>00.  compared  with  a rate  n,f  11.3  for  the  countrv  generally.  The 
conqiarability  factor  to  correct  the  criule  death-rate  for  age  and  se.x 
distribution  in  the  Rural  District  is  calculated  by  th(‘  Registrar  deiieral 
at  0.94.  This,  on  multiidication  with  the  actual  rate,  gives  a comparative 
death-rate,  of  10.6  per  1,000,  against  that  of  1 1 ..3  for  the  country  generally. 
(The  causes  of  death  are  given  in  Table  1.)

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 


Laboratory  Facilities. 

Specimens  for  bacteriological  and  pathological  examinations  are  sent 
either  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  of  the  Medical  Research  Council 
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at  Hull  or  to  the  Pathological  Laboratory  at  the  County  Hospital, 
Beverley.  'I'he  l>aeterioloo;ieal  exainiiiatiou  of  water  supplies,  milk  supplies 
.•ukI  ice  cream  is  carrie<l  out  at  the  Laboratory  ol’  the  Medical  Research 
Council  at  Hull. 

Amuulancf;  Facilities. 

This  service  is  maintained  by  the  County  Council. 

Maternity  anu  Child  Welfare, 

'I'hese  services  are  maintained  by  the  Last  Riding  County  Council. 
Clinics  serving  the  area  are  established  in  Driffield,  Kilham  and  Middleton. 

School  Medical  Services. 

'Fhe  Divisional  and  Assistant  Divisional  Medical  Officers  are  responsible 
tor  these  services  in  the  area. 

SANl'I  ARY  CIRCUMST  ANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply. 

During  the  year  under  review  water  supply  extensions  were  made  to 
Brigham,  Harpham  and  along  Beverley  Road  to  Rectory  Farm,  Beeford, 
a total  oi'  +,8'9'0  yards  of  8"  main.  An  extension  of  8"  main  was  also 
carried  out  in  Middleton  and  North  Dalton  parishes  to  serve  several  farms 
chiefly  on  the  Warter  Estate,  a total  of  9,000  yards  being  involved.  A 
new  3 main  to  serve  a new  housing  estate  at  Nafferton  was  also  I'aid 
during  the  year. 

An  Inquiry  was  held  in  Octolber  bv'  an  Engineering  Insi>ector  of  the 
Min  istry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  into  the  pi’oposed  scheme  for 
augmenting  the  water  supply  of  the  District  by  the  sinking  of  new  bores 
and  the  erection  of  a pump  house,  etc.,  at  Kilham,  together  with  new 
mains  and  three  new  reservoirs  to  be  situated  at  Maiden's  Grave.  Driffield- 
Scarborough  Road.  Nafferton  Wold  and  Tibthorpe  Wold,  and  a new 
Booster  Station  at  Garton  Slack.  T’he  result  of  the  Inquiry  is  still 
awaited. 

Water  at  Hutton  and  Nafferton  Pumping  Stations  is  chlorinated,  the 
re-agent  being  V^oxsan  special  type  C.  and  the  feeders  by  Wallace  & 
'Pieman,  Ltd.,  the  dosage  being  2 gallons  of  0.5%  solution  at  Hutton 
and  2i  gallons  of  0.5%  per  30,000  gallons  at  Nafferton. 

+0  samples  were  taken  from  bores  and  standpijjes  during  the  year 
for  Bacteriological  Examination.  36  were  reported  as  Highly  Satisfactory 
ami  as  Unsatisfactory.  Further  samples  were  taken  following  the 
Unsatisfactory  re[>orts,  all  of  which  were  rejxirted  as  Highly  Satisfactory. 

87  connections  have  been  made  to  the  main  during  the  year  for 
domestic  consumers  and  35  for  metered  consumers. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  general  efficiency  ami  character  of  the  tirainage  and  sewerage  of 
the  District  is  substantially  the  same  as  set  out  in  the  Medical  Officer 


t>t‘  Healtii  Annual  Report  lor  1987.  VVitli  “ Mains  water  supply 
available  the  demand  is  for  a water  carriage  system  whereby  W.C’s  can 
be  installed  ; with  this  in  mind  the  Council  has  submitted  to  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  schemes, 
prepared  'by  the  Councirs  Consulting  Lngineer,  for  four  of  the  villages, 
namely,  Hutton  Cranswick,  Heeford,  Langtoft  and  North  Dalton. 

With  regard  to  these  schemes,  the  procedure  laid  down  by  the 
M inistry  was  followed  and  all  tinancial,  technical  and  other  details,  which 
had  been  requested  by  the  Ministry,  were  furnished.  At  the  close  of 
the  year,  arrangements  were  being  made  for  the  scope  and  cost  of  these 
scbemes  to  be  advertised  in  the  local  newspapers,  in  order  that  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  might  consider  whether,  in 
the  light  of  objections  received,  a Public  Local  Inquiry  was  necessary  or 
whether  the  proposals  could  be  investigated  by  means  of  an  informal  visit 
by  one  of  the  Ministry’s  Kngineering  Inspectors. 

Various  sections  of  open  drains  were  piped  during  the  year  as 
follows:  — 10  yards  using  \'2"  sanitary  pipes  in  Back  Street,  Langtoft; 
;t0  yards  using  18""  concrete  i)ii>es  in  Kilhani  Hoad,  Langtoft;  90  yards 
using  G""  pii>es  in  West  Street,  Kilham  ; and  oO  yards  using  9""  pipes  in 
the  outlet  from  pond  at  Middleton. 

The  following  lengths  of  .sewers  which  were  defective  have  been 
relaid: — 100  yards  of  6""  sanitary  i)ipes  and  .8  manholes  built  in  Main 
•Street,  Harpham  ; 100  yards  of  G " pipes  taken  up  and  relaid  in  West 
.Street,  Kilham  ; -fO  yards  of  G""  |>ipes  in  The  Scpiare,  Wansford  ; and  a 
short  section  of  6""  pipes  at  Huston  Parva  which  was  causing  Hooding  has 
been  replaced  by  9""  i)ii>es. 

The  sewage  works  at  Middleton  have  been  extensively  repaired  and 
includes  reibuilding  and  capping  .settling  tank  walls,  al.so  re|)lacing  equip- 
ment and  scum  boards. 

Items  of  plant  have  been  ordered  for  replacing  defective  ecpiipment 
at  the  North  Frcxlingham  .sewage  outfall,  and  it  is  hoped  that  next  year 
with  these  to  hand  alterations  can  he  carried  out  to  improve  the  quality  of 
the  effluent. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

In  the  villages  where  there  are  facilities  lor  V\’.C’s  to  be  connected 
direct  into  the  sewers,  the  conversion  of  pail  closets  to  W.C's  ])roceeds 
slowly.  In  the  other  villages  without  pro|)er  .sewage  disposal,  conversions 
have  mainl.v  been  carried  out  by  owner/oecupiers  and  the  disposal  arrange- 
ments have  been  provided  by  means  of  .sejitic  tank  treatment. 

All  new'  houses  provided  bv  the  Council’s  Housing  Programme  have 
been  provided  w'ith  W.C’s  and  where  there  is  no  system  of  sewage  and 
sewerage  disposal  the  sew'age  is  being  dealt  w'ith  through  septic  tanks 
and/or  filters  according  to  the  requirements  as  laid  down  by  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  for  small  sew'age  disposal  w'orks. 

There  have  been  4a  W.C’s  provich'd  by  conversion  from  pail  closets 
during  the  year,  which  includes  7 of  the  oldest  Council  nouse.g  which 
were  modernised.  The  approximate  nund)ers  of  the  various  types  of 
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aoconimodation  at  tlie  end  of  the  year  were  7d7  water  elosets,  2,21 1 pall 
closets  and  34>U  privy  middens,  tlie  latter  beino-  loeaterl  in  the  isolated 
parts  of  the  district. 

Scavenging  anu  Cleansing. 

'I’here  is  practically  no  chan<fe  in  the  position  renfardin^  the  scavenging 
of  the  district.  The  same  pror'ediire  (d)tains  exi'cpt  in  VN'ansford  village 
where  the  Contractor  has  privately  undertaken  to  empty  pail  elosets. 
'I'here  are  ap|>roximately  21  householders  involved  and  most  of  them  take 
advantage  of  this  service,  for  which  they  pay  a small  weekly  charge.  A.I 
Natferton  all  pail  closets  ami  .5  privy  middens  are  collected  by  tbe  Con- 
tractor and  disposed  of  by  him  on  agricultural  land  for  manurial  purposes. 
I'he  Contractor  uses  a 2()0-gal!on  |>neumatie  tyred  lK)rse-drawn  tumbler 
cart  for  his  collections  and  the  pail  elosets  are  cleared  weekly  and  the 
privy  middens  (piarterly  or  oftener  if  recpiired. 

Cleansing  of  |)ail  closets,  privies  and  ash|)its  in  the  remainder  of  the 
district  is  the  responsibility  of  tbe  bou.sebohlers,  and  this  fact  s to  he 
deplored.  In  many  instances  the  amount  of  land  available  for  disposal 
by  digging  in  is  very  limited  and,  with  refietition  of  this  procedure  over 
many  years,  the  land  is  “ sewage  sidk.” 

The  C'ouncil  have  no  facilities  for  undertaking  a service  of  cleansing 
of  cesspools  and  this  rluty  falls  upon  tbe  householder  concerned. 

A scheme  for  the  collection  of  Indestructible  Housebold  Refuse  from 
the  whole  of  the  district  is  in  force,  and  is  carried  out  by  the  Councirs 
motor  vehicle  and  workmen.  'Phe  district  is  divided  into  eight  areas  or 
groups  of  villages,  each  of  which  is  visited  on  either  the  first.  sec*ond. 
third  or  fourth  'I'hursday  or  Frirlay  of  each  month.  By  this  arrangement 
each  village  is  visited  and  cleared  once  at  least  in  every  month.  The 
contents  of  the  dustbins  from  the  married  (juarters  of  the  Driffield  R..\.F. 
.'Station  (IS-f  houses)  are  collected  every  Wednesday  by  tbe  Councirs 
motor  vehicle  and  workmen.  All  material  collected  has  been  disposed  of 
by  tipping. 

A new  ;i-ton  Bedford  Refuse  Collecting  Vehicle  was  purchased  to 
replace  the  old  open  lorry.  The  Council  accepted  delivery  on  Is'  .Inly, 
lf>,52,  and  this  vehicle  was  immediately  i>ut  into  use.  luoving  highly 
satisfactory  on  the  refuse  collection  rounds. 

Salvage. 

A scheme  was  started  in  April  whereby  tins,  light  metal  and  other 
salvagable  materials  delivered  to  the  Council's  tips  are  sold  to  a Salvage 
Dealer.  The  Dealer  is  responsible  for  sorting  and  loading  his  own  transport 
and  th^  income  derived  from  these  sales  amounted  to  .f.ad  ds.  Od.

No  action  has  been  taken  under  either  the  Shops  Act,  1934,  or  the 
Public  Health  Act.  1936,  in  resjrec.l  of  Shops  and  Offices. 

Camping  Sites. 

I'here  are  no  cainpmo  sites  in  the  district,  but  licences  have  been 
issued  authorisino;  persons  to  erect  or  station  and  use  moveable  dwellings 
in  accordance  with  Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936;  these 
being  as  follows -North  Krodingham.  Wansford.  Middleton.  Gembling 
and  2 at  Beeford — a total  of  6 caravans. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  are  no  Swiiuniing  Baths  or  Pools  in  the  district,  either  public 
or  private. 

Kradication  of  Bed-Bugs. 

No  Council  houses  or  private  houses  were  found  to  be  infested  with 
bed-bugs.  Disinfestations  were  carried  out  for  Heas  and  I'ockroaches. 

Schools. 

Most  of  the  schools  witliin  this  district  have  a laid-on  water  supply. 
The  Council  has  asked  the  f'diication  Authority  to  improve  the  washing 
facilities  ami  sanitary  arrangements  (most  of  which  are  pail  closets)  at 
schools  in  this  district,  and  the  I'klucation  .‘\utliority,  in  their  reply, 
indicate  they  are  very  much  alive  to  the  need  for  imiirovements,  but 
only  minor  improvements  can  he  carried  out.  due  to  cuts  in  expenditure, 
and  they  ho]>e  for  a larger  programme  next  year. 

Housing. 

'There  is  still  a demand  for  houses,  in  jiartieular  for  agricultural 
workers,  and  the  Housing  Committee  realising  this  are  making  every 
effort  to  ge.t  houses  eom|)leted  for  oc’cuiiation.  'The  continuing  rise  in 
cost  of  materials  and  labour  is  retleeted  in  the  ever  increasing  rent 
chargeil,  and  the  Council  has  tried  to  offset  this  by  reducing  the  size  of 
the  houses  and  quantitj'  of  materials  used,  but  have  kept  to  a traditional 
permanent  type  of  divelling.  'The  Council  have  looked  to  the  future  by 
authorising  the  acquisition  of  sites  in  Bainton,  h'imber,  P'oston,  Garton. 
Hutton,  Cranswick,  Kilham,  Middleton.  Skernc  and  Watton.  which  will 
accommodate  more  than  85  houses. 

The  Housing  C'ommittee  has  continued  to  bring  its  original  houses 
uji-to-date  by  improving  the  4 houses  in  West  I'.nd.  Kilham,  and  .3  houses 
in  Wold  Road,  Nafferton.  'These  7 houses  were  built  in  1920  and  the 
inq>ro\ ements  |)rovide  for  jiroper  bathrooms,  hot  and  cold  water,  new 
Yorkist  type  cond)ination  ranges  and  inside  W.C’s.  'The  old  outside  |)ail 
closets  have  been  converted  into  fuel  stores. 

Council  houses  completed  during  tlie  year  total  30  and  include  10 
old  person’s  hungalows  which  have  jiroved  highly  successful  in  housing 
pensioners,  and  particularly  those  who  have  left  the  three-be<l roomed 
Council  Houses  for  re-lctting  to  large  families.

The  Central  Slaughterhouse  for  the  area  is  situated  in  the  Driffield 
Urban  District,  'riiere  is  no  slanfrhterin«r  for  sale  canied  out  in  the  Rural 
District,  and  the  l.‘i  hutchers  located  in  the  district  obtain  their  meat 
from  the  Central  Slaughterhouse,  retailing  it  from  their  own  premises 
and  vans.  Driffield  butchers  also  retail  meat,  by  vans,  in  the  Rural 
District.
